At a press conference introducing the 
orchestra, Tsaggaris said that unions are 
extremely interested in advancing the 
cause of good music in the community, 
and they view the new professional orch¬ 
estra as a positive step forward. 

Sun Bank spokesman said the bank is 
dedicated to the idea that "if you build 
your community, it will build you." The 
bank committed $30,000 for the first 
season as seed money. 

Tsaggaris, a native New Yorker with a 
distinguished career as violinist and con¬ 
ductor in the New York metropolitan area, 
moved to Florida in 1 980 and became the 
founding conductor of the Greater Palm 
Beach Symphony in that year. 

He is founder and first violinist of I 
Classici, a small chamber music group 
also based at the Central Campus, and is a 
violin instructor at Florida Atlantic Univ¬ 
ersity and PBJC. 

Tsaggaris said that smaller chamber 
groups (quartets, quintets, etc.) will be 
formed from the 29 members of the full 
orchestra. 

The premiere season of "I Musici da 
Camera" was well received by enthusias¬ 
tic audiences in the spring. Several 
musical concerts are planned for the fall 
season.

Clement imhoff, PBJC South Instructor 
researching black history in Delray Beach. 


Clement Imhoff, a social science in¬ 
structor at PBJC South is working on a 
special history project in his spare time for 
the next couple of years. He is researching 
the history of the black community in 
Delray Beach. 

The project was initiated last fall, but the 
original idea came from a former student, 
Jacqueline Kent. Kent and Dorothy Sutton, 
a writer from a local newspaper, presented 
Imhoff with the idea of somehow collecting 
and recording the fascinating history of the 
black community in Delray Beach. 

From this idea, Imhoff initiated a grant 
and is now actively working on the project. 

The latest resource is 72-year old histor¬ 
ian named C. Spencer Pompey, who has 
traced his family back to the 1 9th century. 

"So far I have talked with a number of 
people, but I have 6 to 8 more solid leads to 
look into," Imhoff said. "I don't know

The Portuguese, Russians, Germans, 
Scots, and "probably others" were com¬ 
pletely sold out before the event^ was 
over, he said. 

PBJC's own charity. People Bringing 
Joy At Christmas, had the American booth 
and hot dogs, apple pie, cherry pie and 
other typical American food were selling well, 
well. 

The same format will probably be fol¬ 
lowed next year, John says, except for an 
expansion of the horse show. 

"People seemed to really enjoy the 
horse show, and the breeders are thrilled 
to get that much attention," he says.

exactly how long the research will take 
because I have made some unexpected 
discoveries that have an impact on Florida 
history and even American history." he added. 

In addition to the personal interviews, 
Imhoff checks out all the information when¬ 
ever possible. 

When the research is completed Imhoff 
plans to write a series of newspaper, maga¬ 
zine and journal articles which will detail his 
findings. "On a long-range basis, I would like 
to produce a multi-media program and pos¬ 
sibly write a book on the subject." Imhoff 
added.

The students volunteered to practice for 
the exam in addition to their full-time class 
workload. 

The first three years of the tournament. St. 
Petersburg Junior College has won the 
trophy, the plaque, and the cash prizes.

The team strategy was to divide up the

This is the first Winter Term in which 
more than 13,000 were enrolled at the 
end of the registration period. 

Credit enrollment Increased from a 
year ago by 296 students, up 2.85 per¬ 
cent to 11.469. 

Contrary to trends in recent years. 
PBJC Central at Lake Worth led the other 
campuses in enrollment gains, followed 
closely by PBJC South at Boca Raton. 
PBJC North at Palm Beach Gardens held 
even, while PBJC Glades In Belle Glade 
showed a decrease. 

For several years prior to this term, the 
percentage gain at Central has been 
smaller than that at South and North. 

Day students continued to outnumber 
evening students, but not by much— 
7,913 to 5.214. 

Part-time students outnumbered full¬ 
time students by about 3 to 1. 

Although the gains in number of class 
hours registered were smaller than those 
in numbers of students, the trend was still 
up, with a total overall gain In student 
semester hours and credit hour equiva¬ 
lents of 4.99 percent.
